Though Beyrob’s recent form had not been very 
illuminating he was fully expected to win the 
principal event, the Doveridge Hurdle, but his 
display was no better than his recent running 
might have suggested. Under bottom weight, 
Drumree set a capital pace, but was done with 
as soon as the straight was reached, and from 
that point the Irish representative, Barcedo, 
had got the race well in hand. The winner, 
now ridden by Joseph Canty, displayed much 
better form than his Manchester second the 
last time out to the moderate Konky.

The horse certainly cut himeelf 
when Rennison had to ease him at Gatwick, 
but the mishap is not believed to be serious, 
and it has been possible to exercise him since 
his return home. It is hoped that nothing 
will prevent him taking his chance in the big 
Aintree event.

At Glamorgan Aésizes, Cardiff, yesterday, 
Harold Greenwood, solicitor, of Kidwelly, who 
in the autumn of 1920 was acquitted on a 
charge of poisoning his wife, was awarded £150 
damages Lego D'Arcs, proprietors of 
a waxworks exhibition at Cardiff, for libel. 

The plaintiff complained that the defendants 
exhibited his effigy in a chamber of horrors be- 
tween the wax figures of Charles Peace aml an 
Irishman who died from hunger-striking in 
prison. 

Some time later, his counsel said, the effigy 
was removed, and placed in a room between 
the figures of Captain Webb and Sir Thomas 
Lipton. 

Mr. William John D‘Ares said that the effigy 
was in a room along with the effigies of dis- 
tinguished people. 

Goestioned as to his motive for exhibiting the 
effigy, the defendant said that he considered 
Greenwood had achieved honourable distinction 
by acquittal.

The effigies cf Mr. Greenwood, Mr. Lloyd 
ai and Lord Mayor MacSwiney were pro- 
duced in court. There was a conflict of testi- 
mony as to whether or not the model was ex- 
hibited in the chamber of horrors. Counsel for 
the defence submitted that there was no libel, 
while regprgs counsel said that if the jury had 
a doubt of the effigy and its exhibition being 
defamatory, they had only to look upon the 
effigy itself.

The estimated grants (including agricultural! ' 
grant) and other receipts to be applied in aid 
of rates in the ensuing year amount to £50,350, 
showing an increase on previous year of £47,800 
The sum to be raised by rates is £106,905.

On Monday the ».mdon insurance 
market was offering sdds of seventeen to 
three against Mr. Lloyd George's resigna- 
tion before the end of the present, month. 
We fancy that these odds will be lengthened 
as a result of Sir Arthur Balfour's speech 
at the City Carlton Club. Sir Arthur re- 
tains in a special degree the confidence of 
British Unionism—partly by reason of 
his splendid record of service, and partly 
because he lifts a serene head above the 
dust and noise of political controversy. 
He has been suggested as the leader 
either of a reorganised Conservative Party 
or of a re-named Coalition, in the event 
of the Prime Minister's retirement. His 
clear and calm speech shows that he has 
no ambition to take the burdens of office 
on his ageing shoulders, and that he will 
help nobody to oust Mr. Lloyd George. 
Sir Arthur Balf ur holds that the country 
is best s-rvel by a two-party system in 
normal times and by a Coalition in 
abnormal times, and that, although we 
won the war more than three years ago, 
the times are still abnormal. He thinks, 
therefore, that the Coalition—which he 
describes as “ the great National Party '’— 
ought to.be maintained ; and he invites its 
members to accommodate their beliefs and 
prejudices to the facts of life. They have 
made such an accommodation in the case 
of Ireland, and a similar unity is de- 
manded by other pressing problems of the 
day. 

Sir Arthur Balfour spoke the last word 
of historic Unionism on the subject of 
Ireland. For good or for evil the great 
transaction is done and cannot be re- 
scinded. Republican extremists have de- 
clared that England will contrive to cheat 
this country out of the promised settle- 
ment. They cannot repeat that state- 
ment ‘with any sincerity, now that 
the oldest of all the Tories submits him- 
self to the accomplished fact and calls 
upon the British Government and Parlia- 
ment to tulfil the Treaty “efficiently, 
faithfully, truthfully in the eyes of all 
mankind.’’ The process of Irish self- 
government not only is assured, but has 
begun. Already we are cut off from our 
old dependence on England. Mr. Devlin 
was told yesterday that the | British 
Government no longer has any responsi- 
bility for the state of Belfast. Within 
the next few weeks it will have no respon- 
sibility for conditions in the twenty-six 
counties. It is enormously important 
that both our Governments, Northern and 
Southern, shall realise the fact that 
henceforward they must swim without 
bladders. The mere subconscious instinct 
of looking to England may work mischief 
if we do not make haste to suppress it. 
Take, for instance, the present disorders 
in Belfast, which threaten disaster not 
merely to a great community, but to the 
whole of Ireland. The sooner the people 
of Belfast realise that their city’s peace 
and good name are entirely in their own 
keeping, the sooner they will combine 
to protect them. Self-government has its 
duties as well as its privileges. 

Southern Ireland, too, must be quick 
to recognise her new responsibilities. At 
this moment. the settlement. which she 
desires and needs is in serious danger. 
A section of the Irish Republican Army 
has attacked British forces in Waterford 
and Tipperary, and is in armed possession 
of the City of Limerick. England has 
withdrawn ostentatiously from the arena. 
To every question in Parliament Mr. 
Churchill ‘replies that the Provisional 
Government is in full charge of Southern 
Irish affairs. We are sure that Mr. 
Collins and his colleagues are taking all 
possible steps in a situation of the 
utmost delicacy; but what is Southern 
Ireland’ doing to help them? Her 
liberties are at stake; her wishes are 
being flouted; she is threatened, 
obscurely, with an attempt to stop her 
mouth at the coming elections. Yet the 
country seems to be watching the struggle 
between. the Provisional Government and 
the extremists with the aloofness of 
spectators in a picture-house. No Govern- 
ment can be strong or confident on the 
mere assumption that it is doing what the 
country wants it to do. It cannot operate 
in a vacuum. It must have positive 
proof that the people are behind it, and 
that men who, by defying it, defy the

ae Leipzig Fair. 

The great Industrial Fair which was 
opened in Leipzig on Sunday seems 
already to have become a failure. For 
months the painstaking Germans have 
advertised it throughout the length and 
breadth of the globe. Nearly 150,090 
visitors arrived in the tity last week, 
having travelled by special train, auto- 
mobile, and aeroplane from all parts of | 
Europe, and an army of thirteen hundred 
journalists was taken to the Fair and is 
being entertained by the German Govern- 
ment free of charge. Despite its wonder- 
ful organisation, however, the Fair has 
fallen flat. Buyers are there in abundance, 
but the quantity of goods on offer is 
poor. The German newspapers are very 
much dissatisfied. They attribute the 


failure of the Fair to the collapse of the 
mark, which once more has fallen below 
the level of 1,000 to the £. This deprecia- 
tion has interfered seriously with the. 
purchase of raw materials from abroad, 
and the firms which are represented at | 
Leipzig are refusing to quote prices or to 
accent orders, for early delivery in anticl- 
pation of a still further fall in the value 
of the mark. Competent observers assert 
that the recent collapse in German ex- 
change was not the resuit of any economic 
causes. The Germans themselves have 
been speculating wildly in currency, 
flooding the foreign markets with German 
paper and forcing its value to fall. So 
long as this reckiess folly continues, of 
course, Germany's trade will be bound to 
suffer. 


Dublin’s Books. 

An interesting commentary on contem- 
porary taste in literature is found in the 
statistics of the Rathmines Public Library 
Committee. In a year of 292 “reading ” 
days the Library issued a total number 
of 137,256 books. Of these no fewer than 
81,860 were works of fiction. Next in 
popularity came books of travel, biography, 
and history ; but they could muster a tota! 
of only 8,746, or less than one-tenth of 
the number of novels. “ Literature ” and 
poetry came third with just over four 
thousand volumes ; while the arts, religion, 
philosophy, and science helped to bring 
up the rear. The study of languages 
apparently is flagging in Rathmines; 
for only 514 books were issued in 
this department. Now that Irish on 
the ftapis, an improvement may be ex- 
pected. Children’s books amounted to 
over 11,000, and the Committee has sug- 
gested that a special department be pro- 
vided in the Library for those of tender 
years. it an excellent suggestion, 
which, we hope, will be put into practice 
as soon as possible. Children are 
omnivorous readers, and the existence of 
a library for themselves, in which they 
would be taught to respect and revere good 
books, would be a splendid innovation. 
The Committée says that, if a grant of 
books ean be secured from the Carnegie 
Committee, the new department can be 
started at the cost of a penny rate.

The people of Albania are looking for 
a King. There seems to be a dearth of 
candidates, although Europe has a large 
number of unemployed monarchs on whose 
hands time must be hanging heavily.

REPRESENTATIVE PICTURES. 
— ->—_ 


The sixty-eighth Exhibition of the Water- 
Colour Society of Ireland, now opened at 5o 
Dawson street, Dublin, is of exceptional in- 
terest. The work of a few big artists has not 
been made the excuse to exhibit also a eoliec- 
tion of weak and uamature work, as is tod oiten 
the case with exhibitions ot water-coluurs. 
ihere is surprising httle poor wWork--quite 4% 
negligible quantity, seemg that our drawing- 
rooms still bear melancholy witness that water- 
colotr painting is still the ‘‘ accomplishment 
of so many girls. i i 

This exhibition has been garnered with judg- 
ment; in the main hung carefully, and containe 
much thoughtful work, eome advanced as to 
technique, and some of very real beauty. There 
ia the usual range of subjects, landscapes, sea- 
shores, interiors, street scenes, still life, and a 
tew portraits; but the first casual look round 
takes in the great advanee generally both in 
colour, quality, and adjustments of tone rela- 
tions that pervade the work. 

Mr. B. McGuinness, R.H.A., in “ Looking To- 
wards Dereen, Co. Kerry, shows a virile 
handiog ot dark mist cloud, light, and water, 
while the movement and life through the sea, 
and its translucent treatment over sand, in ' A 
Spring Day on the Uonegal Coast,’ is mo.t 
arresting. Another study in translucence k! 
“Malahat Mountain, from Shawingan Lake,” 
where Miss Alice M. Boyd gains wonderful at- 
inosphere over the stirless sheen of the water, 
with its wooded background and sentinel firs. 

Miss Rose Barton’s two pictures are ** Cottage 
at Houghton’ and ' Hyde Park Corner ''— 
both very good. In the last the tone relations 
are well subdued; the leafless tree; soft, dull, 
waning light, and undeterminate figures all con- 
tributing to the tone of the picture. Great 
harmony pervades the interiors of Mise 
Henrietta Lynch. In “ A Research “ the soft 
extent of the shadow which the grey figure 
lightens is peculiarly good: as also the light 
beyond it. ‘* Household Treasure ” and the two 
studies of Merrion square bear the same free 
balancing of rich tones, so that ' The Vule of 
Shanganagh,’’ by Miss Lynch, was the more dis- 
appointing. 

Miss Mildred A. Butler, A.R.W.S., contributes 
“Shadows on the Snow,’ “On the Strand,” 
and the rhythmic “ Paddlers,”’ easily one of 
the best pictures in the room. Miss Helen 
Colvill has many studies of colour, mainly gorse 
in sunlight. All her work is instinct with 
colour. 

Mr. Orpen, R.H.A., has four pictures: “' 
Reech Tree,” “ Portrait of Miss 
'- Auriculas and Ivory,’ and “ Thorns, etc.” 
“The Beoch Tree ” and portrait show great 
strength and finish. Mrs. Beatrice Campbell 
has some nice studies: ' The Smiling Bather,”’ 
in pale tints of flesh and water, the drawing 
being geod. Viscountess Gormanston shows 
both flair for colour and decorative effect in 
the composition of two small studies: “ Gorse ”’ 
and “ The Cote d’Azur, from Bordighera.’’ 

Mary Barton has a bold colour study in “ The 
Diningroom,’’ which is strikingly successful, as 
also in another degree is her landscape of sun 
and tree-shade, “ From the Cottage Windows.” 
Lady Ardilaun has some clever work in “ Bog- 
land, where the gloom over hilPis in good 
contrast to the bright foreground. ‘‘ Recess ”’ 
and. “Coast Line,” though under-painted, also 
có originality of treatment and successful 
effect, ' 

Mr. Lancelot’ Bayly has a @retch of poppy- 
land in one of his exhibits, and in “ A Dublin 
Laneway ” proves that he can discern colour 
where few else would find it. “ On the River,” 
by Blanche Ross of Bladensburg, is also colour 
finely brought out iú a group of barges and 
houses huddled round the church. 

Sir Neville R. Wilkinson, A.R.E.. has two 
studies for his book, ‘‘ Yvette ’’—* Marietta ”’ 
and ' The Ivory Christ.” Some of this is so 
strong and vigorous that their faults appear 
gilaring—the hand and forearm of the girls, 
where the faces are so masterly. Two portraits 
by E. J. Rogers strike one as almost too 
finished. Captain Drummond Fish, in “ Miss 
Sybil Harvey,’’ is far better, though even this 
is too pink and white. Still the eyes are par- 
ticularly strong work for a water-colour. 

The best of a lot of very good still life is by 
Kate Dobbin, where the background is well 
worked up. In '“ Liddar Valley, Kashmir,”’ 
Miss Daphne Pitt Taylor has a fine red-gold 
tree against hills of anow. Kathleen Maidment 
catches the sharp light and colour of the East 
very aptly; while Lady Coote, in “St. Mark's 
at Sunset,’’ shows good grouping and many 
good effects of light. : 

Lluan Davidson has several pictures which are 
sympathetic in composition and colour. 


ART IN COMMERCE.

IRELAND'S OPPORTUNITY. 


Lecturing under the auspices of the Dublin 
Industrial “Development: Association Yast night 
on Art in Commerce and Industry, Mr. G. 
Atkinson asked the audience to consider the 
question of art as a purely commercial proposi- 
tion, as a profit-bearing, dividend-producing 
factor. 

Artistic excellence, he said; meant enhanced 
value, which had a widely-spread influence, and 
permeated the whole structure and life of a 
community. There was nothing occult about 
art; it consisted solely in doing something well 
He had been accused of finding an affinity be- 
tween a plumber's wiped joint and the Venus 
de Milo, and he accepted the witticiem, and 


(emphasised its significance if it would help vo 


make clear that art did not only mean pictures 
or quaint objects, but the right use of right 
materials in rational and competent workman- 
ship, and the investment of the whole with an 
appropriate grace and charm. 

Throughout the werld the French people had 
come to be recognised as pre-eminent in artistic 
expression, and France was supreme in the 
profitable employment of great numbers of her 
population in .artistic manufactures, while the 
term ' Made in France ” had almost come to 
be synonymous with delicate finish, choice taste. 
and freshness of design. 

Having referred to the development of trades 
and industries through instruction in Austria 
and other Continental countries, Mr. Atkinson 
said that Ireland at present was in a par- 
ticularly favourable position for the inception 
of a sound constructive policy on the relations 
between art aml industry. Her people were 
alert, responsive, and imaginative, and 
eminently fitted for the reception of ideas of 
beauty in form and colour. Her educational 
schemes were being overhauled, and her educa- 
tionists were free to establish any system of 
instruction that they desired without any re- 
straint, except that which was able to do the 
best for the young people as a whole, find they 
would be wise to teach the children to respect 
things of beauty, natural and created, so that 
they might grow up to love and desire, rather 
than to deface and destroy. 

He emphasised the fact that manufacturers 
and distributors on the one hand, and artists 
on the other, could usefully co-operate to the 
benefit of industry, and not only . manu- 
facturers, but those who contributed Qn im- 
portant share in production. 

Dublin had “An Tus Gloine,” the Dun 
Emer Guild, the Cuala Press and Industries 
the Guild of Craftworkers, and, among many 
capable designers, notable artists whose work 
was very favourably known in many European 
centres where the standard of artistic value 
was very high. 

Behind ail the efforts, there remained the 
problem of education for the children who 
would carry on the work, and progress could 
be maintained if the young people were taught 

sw, for drawing was the mainspring ob 
cechnical work, the indispensable language of 
the craftsman.

LITTLE-KNOWN CONNECTION.
